Jriginal Star Spangled Banner 


to Defy Test or Time. 


WILL KAVE A NEW BACKING 


Mr*. Amelia Fowler, Who Reclaimed 
175 Trophy Flags at the Naval A cad­ 
emy, Called Upon to Save One 1,044 
8q uare Feet In Area, Which Dates 
From Fort McHenry. 


U nder tho able banda of Mrs. Ame­ 
lia Fowler, whose work in the preser­ 
vation of governm ent lings bas carded 
her the title of the most expert needle­ 
wom an in the country today, the fa ­ 
mous Fort McHenry ling, the original 
sta r spangled banner, which has been 
disintegrating at an alarm ing rate In 
the old National Museum building In 
W ashington, soon will he delicately 
sewed all over its 1,044 square feet of 
area, the largest of any battle banner 
in the world, aud put In condition 
where it will defy the ravages of tim e 
Indefinitely. 
The Initiative for preservation was 
taken by A. B. Bibbing, chairm an of 
the star spangled banner centennial 
commission, and a conference with the 
museum authorities resulted in 
the 
aum mooing of Mrs. Fowler from Bos­ 
ton. 
W ith a num ber of her assistants 
Mrs. Fow ler is now working on the 
tattered expanse of bunting In the so 
called chapel of the Sm ithsonian Insti­ 
tution. 
Colors Still Bright. 
Stretched on long wooden tables, the 
historic flag, covering about half of tile 
big room, aw aits Its backing of s o ­ 
cially prepartsl linen—w ithout which 
It could not support its own weight in 
hanging—and the deft needlework of 
Mrs. Fow ler to restore its pristine 
glory. 
The 
colors 
are 
rem arkably 
clear despite their long subjection to 
w eather and sunlight 
Mn*. Fow ler first gained fam e by re­ 
claiming the 175 trophy flags at the 
Naval academ y from decay some years 
ago. a congressional appropriation of 
$30,000 having been made for this pur­ 
pose. 
Some of these valuable banners 
had become piles of rags. but Mrs. 
Fow ler put them in almost perfect con 
dltlon. 
“I Judge that it will take six weeks 
to preserve the M cHenry flag,” said 
she. “ We do not ‘restore’ the w ar ban 
ners, but put them In shape to defy the 
test of time. 
No effort Is made to 
patch In missing pieces, hut only to 
render the rem ainder of tile Hugs dura­ 
ble and to bring out all tho original 
colors and designs w ith silk thread 
sewing. 
‘T h e work m ight well be called hand 
tai»e8try. 
When I find the hem Idle de­ 
signs and figures alm ost obliterated I 
ascertain the original colors, m atch 
them in silks and stitch back the pic­ 
tures. 
“The chief difficulty I have encoun 
tcred Is to find some cloth w ith which 
to back the flags, for they m ust all 
be hung on some extrem ely strong and 
durable m aterial. 
In tho British m u­

fluid, bits of the tissue from the cov­ 
ering of a normal person’s brain and 
various other sim ilar m aterials are the 
means employed. 
The gold te s t for instance, is used 
to prove definitely the existence of 
paresis, m eningitis and several other 
forms of nervous diseases, though la 
practice it is used 
mostly as cor­ 
roborative proof rather than the only 
proof. 
Solutions of salt of gold of 
carefully graduated strength are put 
into test tubes, with the w eakest so­ 
lutions at one end of the row grad 
lug up to the strongest at the other 
end. 
Fluid from the spinal column of the 
person who is boing exam ined Is then 
dropped into the tubes. 
The presence 
of certain kinds of brain or nervous 
trouble Ls then indicated by the col­ 
ors produced In some of the tube*. 
Tho particular color produced and the 
strength of the solution th at shows 
the color strongest give the clew to the 
kind of disease. 
Another peculiar te?'t for «*ertnfn oth 


or kinds of brain trouble is to take a t 
drop of blood from the person exam ­ 
ined and place In it a prepared solu­ 
tion from a tiny particle of brain cov­ 
ering of a normal |>erson 
Epilepsy 
ca uses an easily detected reaction on 
the combined solution, 
while other 
brain disturbances are detected by a 
sim ilar process, using other m aterials 
In the same w ay.—Saturday Evening
